See a 
Theatre. “I don’t regard it as work. It’s fun. It’s exciting. I enjoy 
every minute of it.” 

The question most asked of Lewis is how he is able to main- 
tain his hectic pace. He always gives the same answer. “I do 
pictures, nightclubs, television and personal appearances be- 
cause I love to do them,” he explains. “I guess I’m what you’d 
call gregarious. I love meeting people and I enjoy performing 
for them. I see nothing odd in that.” 

Nothing can slow Lewis down. Not a perforated ulcer, not 
a minor heart condition, not a collapse after running up a flight 
of stairs and not a knee injury which has troubled him for 
years. Why does he punish himself so? 

“T hate to talk about it,” says Lewis, ‘“‘because it sounds 
corny and egotistical. I feel I have a special gift—the ability 
to make people laugh. I feel I should share this gift with the 
world, not keep it to myself. I’ve appeared in hospitals and 
seen the lame and ailing smile for the first time since their 
illness. It’s an absolutely wonderful sight.” 

“The Disorderly Orderly” is Jerry Lewis’ 31st motion picture. 
All of his previous films have been successful, a spectacular and 
unparalled achievement. While there are some critics who pro- 
fess bewilderment at Lewis’ fame, his fellow comedians rate 
him among the all-time greats.

Continuity of original concept in 
motion picture production is one of 
the main reasons why Jerry Lewis 
cheerfully accepts the quadruple 
duties of star, writer, producer and 
director. Lewis explained his theory 
on the set of his latest comedy,

“The character I portray on 
screen, apart from necessary vari- 
ations according to setting and 
story line, is my own creation.
